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PERSPECTIVE 


Presiden  ts '  L  etters 


The  new  millennium  begins  in  a  few  short  years.  It  is  impos- 
sible to  foresee  what  changes  will  occur  over  the  next  ten 
years  much  less  the  next  1000.  But  we  can  have  some  suc- 
cess in  predicting  change  in  five  and  ten  year  increments.  Often 
more  questions  are  raised  than  answers  provided  when  we 
engage  in  such  exercises,  but  I  suspect  over  the  next  few  years 
individuals  and  organizations  will  seize  upon  the  symbolic  signif- 
icance of  the  year  2000  to  stimulate  future  planning.  Such  is  the 
case  with  The  New  England  College  of  Optometry.  We  are 
broadening  our  self  assessment  and  planning  processes,  and 
redefining  our  long-range  targets  to  prepare  for  the  year  2000 
and  beyond. 

In  October  the  Board  of  Trustees  will  meet  to  begin  to  explore 
the  opportunities  and  establish  the  institutional  priorities  for 
the  next  century.  Alumni  input  to  this  process  is  welcomed. 
NX'hat  program  changes  should  be  pursued  to  assure  that  this 
College  will  continue  to  advance  the  health  and  well  being  of 
the  broader  community?  What  new  programs  should  be  pio- 
neered by  this  College  to  assure  that  it  will  be  able  to  educate 
practitioners  for  the  demands  of  the  next  century?  How  can  the 
College  best  fulfill  its  unique  institutional  role  in  optometric 
education  and  public  service?  What  opportunities  for  collabora- 
tion among  the  College,  state  and  regional  associations  exist  in 
areas  of  common  interest,  such  as  continuing  education,  place- 
ment of  new  graduates,  and  patient  based  research? 

The  New  England  College  of  Optometry  will  continue  to  edu- 
cate the  vast  majority  of  optometrists  who  practice  in  New 
England.  This  is  a  natural  and  expected  outcome  of  our  loca- 
tion. But  we  must  be  mindful  that  the  mission  of  the  College  is 
global  in  its  perspective,  that  this  College  strives  to  educate 
optometrists  to  the  highest  level  of  proficiency,  integrity  and 
professionalism  regardless  of  the  community  to  be  served.  We 
need  to  prepare  optometrists  who  can  readily  adapt  to  changing 
technologies,  who  have  the  proficiency  to  acquire  new  knowl- 
edge and  clinical  skills  throughout  their  lives,  who  have  a  foun- 
dation of  moral  principles  that  will  guide  professional  and  clini- 
cal decision  making,  and  who  can  overcome  the  challenges  pre- 
sented by  an  ever  evolving  health  care  delivery  system.  Such 
outcomes  are  not  easily  achieved. 

One  way  of  beginning  to  assess  how  well  we  achieve  outcomes 
is  to  receive  direct  feedback  from  alumni.  This  year  we  will  sur- 
vey a  sample  of  alumni  to  gain  their  perspective  on  the  quality 
and  substance  of  the  education  which  they  received  at  The  New 
England  College  of  Optometry.  Thoughtful,  discriminating 
input  is  essential  to  assist  in  the  purposeful  growth  of  our  educa- 
tional programs.  In  the  past  we  have  neglected  to  engage  large 
numbers  of  alumni  in  the  task  of  institutional  planning.  This  is 
an  error  that  we  must  begin  to  correct,  perhaps  in  part  through 
a  meaningful  survey  of  our  recent  graduates.

New  Look. ..New  Programs! 


The  New  England  Eye  Institute 

(NEED,  NEWENCO's  primary 
eye-care  facility,  has  grown  dra- 
matically over  the  past  year, 
boasting  a  bright  new  look  as 
well  as  broader  educational  pro- 
gramming. 

The  Institute  underwent  a  com- 
plete renovation  this  spring, 
consolidating  all  patiei-it-care 
and  clinical  space  on  the  first 
floor  of  its  1255  Boylston  Street 
location.  The  new  quarters  have 
an  open,  spacious  feeling,  thanks 
in  large  part  to  an  abundance  of 
natural  light  —  a  marked  con- 
trast to  the  dark,  cramped  third- 
floor  offices  the  Institute  inhab- 
ited for  10  years. 

But  there  is  much  more  to  the 
new  space  than  ambiance:  func- 
tion was  foremost  throughout 
the  planning  process.  The  opti- 
cal dispensary  was  redesigned  for 
high  visibility,  even  from  the 
street,  reflecting  its  role  as  a 
prominent  part  of  patient-care 
activities.  A  central  reception, 
waiting  and  record-storage  area, 
located  next  to  the  dispensary, 
make  patient  records  and  other 
data  more  accessible  to  staff,  fac- 
ulty and  students  while  enhancing 
patient  traffic  flow.  Ironically, 
NEEI's  new  space  is  so  efficient 
that  the  number  of  exam  rooms 
was  actually  decreased  from  20  to 
12  to  better  meet  patient-care  and 
clinical-education  needs.

Growing  caseload 

The  Institute's  growing  caseload  demanded 
more  space.  "We  see  an  average  of  7,500 
patients  each  year,  and  had  a  real  need  to 
improve  patient-care  efficiency,"  explained 
Anthony  Cavallerano,  O.D.,  Dean  of  Clinical 
Sciences  and  Director  of  the  Eye  Institute. 

"It  didn't  make  sense  to  have  some  of  our 
operations  housed  on  the  first  floor  and  some 
on  the  third,"  he  continued.  "We  thought 
about  relocating  to  a  new  site  but,  fortunately, 
space  opened  up  in  this  building.  The  Eye 
Institute  is  a  vital  part  of  the  Fenway  commu- 
nity and  we  wanted  to  remain  here." 

In  addition  to  taking  over  the  building's  first 
floor,  NEEI  now  leases  one-half  of  the  second 
floor  for  faculty  offices.  The  Binocular  Vision 
Laboratory,  formerly  housed  at  the  College,  is 
also  located  on  the  second  floor  under  the 
direction  of  Jack  Richman,  O.D. 

The  dramatic  $500,000,  four-month  renovation 
is  the  result  of  input  from  faculty,  students  and 
staff.  According  to  Dr.  Cavallerano,  the  new 
space  helps  everyone  work  together  better. 

"Communication  has  definitely  improved 
with  the  redesign,  and  that  helps  promote 
team  spirit,"  he  explains.  Communication  will 
be  improved  still  further  —  through  electron- 
ic mail  and  other  information  management 
capabilities  —  when  NEEI's  computer  systems 
are  upgraded  to  tie  into  the  College's  local 
area  network  (LAN). 

Thousands  of  Boston  residents  have  received 
eye  care  at  the  Institute,  and  thousands  more 
have  been  helped  through  its  many  outreach 
programs.  Even  the  Institute's  "practice  on 
wheels,"  the  Home  Eye  Service,  has  been 
refurbished  in  the  past  year.  Thanks  to  the 
generous  support  of  Alcon,  student  clinicians 
and  their  equipment  are  shuttled  back  and 
forth  to  senior  citizen  residences  in  a  new  van. 
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Mr.  Burt  Rubin,  Chief  of  the  Dispensary,  working  in  the  new 
adjustment  and  fabrication  area  of  the  dispensary 


Active  Continuing  Education  Program 


Clinic  and  office  space  are  not  the  only  areas  to  expand  at 
the  liistitute  this  year.  The  new  space  seems  a  fitting  home 
for  NEWENCO's  Center  for  Continuing  Education,  which 
was  relocated  to  NEEI  in  1995.  The  Center,  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  Cavallerano,  Dr.  David  Lampariello  and 
Administrative  Coordinator  Karen  Scares,  is  dedicated  to 
presenting  innovative  educational  programs  for 
optometrists  of  all  backgrounds  and  interests. 

"We  strive  to  offer  diverse  courses  taught  by  highly  respect- 
ed faculty,"  Dr.  Cavallerano  noted.  "The  Center  is  meant  to 
be  a  convenient  way  for  practitioners  to  complete  their 
required  continuing  education  course  hours  each  year." 
Course  registration  has  been  made  even  easier  with  the 
addition  of  an  "800"  phone  number,  a  24'hour  automated 
hotline  and  the  acceptance  of  the  American  Express  credit 
card  for  payment. 

The  Center  is  committed  to  assisting  alumni  in  their  per- 
sonal and  professional  growth.  Last  fall,  scores  of  alumni 
and  their  families  spent  an  October  weekend  on  the  banks 
of  the  Charles  River  at  the  College's  first  Alumni 
Weekend,  organized  under  the  auspices  of  the  Center.  The 
event's  focal  point:  a  continuing  education  program  featur- 
ing a  number  of  nationally  recognized  experts.  The  Second 
Annual  Alumni  Weekend,  including  a  nine-hour  educa- 
tional program  and  the  Alumni  Association  Annual 
Meeting  and  Dinner,  will  be  held  in  Boston  on  October  19- 
20  at  the  Copley  Plaza  Hotel. 

The  1995  Alumni  Weekend  kicked  off  an  active  CE  sched- 
ule for  the  year,  featuring  a  full  range  of  courses  as  well  as  a 
Grand  Rounds  seminar  series.  This  spring,  the  Center  host- 
ed a  postgraduate  therapeutic  laser  program  for  the  first 
time  in  New  England.  The  advanced-level,  comprehensive 
course  was  co-sponsored  with  Northeastern  State 
University's  College  of  Optometry  and  taught  by  faculty 
from  both  institutions. 

From  new  space  to  new  programs,  the  Institute  is  flourish- 
ing. Even  with  these  changes,  however,  one  thing  remains 
constant:  NEEI's  mission  of  providing  quality  care  to 
patients  and  training  a  new  generation  of  vision-care  lead- 
ers.

Methods  of  Giving 


Membership  in  the  Planned  Giving  Society  is  open  to  anyone  making  a  commitment  of  support 
for  the  College  through  a  will,  life  insurance,  or  any  of  several  planned  giving  vehicles. 


Bequest 

A  provision  may  be  made  in  your  will  stating  that  the 
College  is  to  receive  a  specific  amount  or  a  percentage  of 
the  estate  after  payment  of  taxes  and  expenses. 

Life  Income  Gift 

You  may  wish  to  make  a  substantial  gift  to  The  New 
England  College  of  Optometry  but  feel  you  cannot  afford  to 
give  up  the  annual  income  presently  being  produced  by  the 
asset.  The  Planned  Giving  Program  offers  a  number  of  alter- 
natives tor  making  such  a  gift  while  generating  lifelong 
income  for  you  and  your  spouse. 

You  can  transfer  assets  such  as  stocks,  bonds  or  appreciated 
property  to  a  trust  that  will  provide  lifelong  income  for  you 
and/or  another  beneficiary,  as  well  as  income  deduction  and 
estate  savings.  The  Pooled  Income  Fund  is  particularly 
appropriate  for  smaller  gifts  ($5,000  or  more),  while  the 
Annuity  trusts  and  Unitrusts  are  advantageous  for  donors  of 
larger  amounts.   Funding  your  planned  gift  with  securities 


or  property  that  have  appreciated  in  value  has  the  addi- 
tional advantage  of  completely  avoiding  capital  gains  taxes. 

Gift  of  a  Residence  with  a  Life  Interest 

Ownership  in  a  primary  residence,  a  vacation  home,  or  a 
farm  may  be  transferred  during  your  lifetime.  The  advan- 
tage is  that  you  retain  the  use  of  the  property  for  your  life- 
time and  that  of  a  second  person,  you  are  allowed  the  char- 
itable deduction  from  your  income  taxes  now,  and  you 
remove  the  asset  from  your  taxable  estate. 

Life  Insurance 

The  College  can  be  made  a  full  or  partial  beneficiary  of  an 
existing  policy  that  may  have  outlived  its  original  purpose. 
Alternatively,  you  can  make  the  College  the  owner  and 
beneficiary  of  a  new  or  existing  policy.  On  a  new  policy, 
you  would  claim  donations  equivalent  to  the  premium  pay- 
ments as  income  tax  deductions  (for  itemizers)  and  on  an 
existing  policy,  you  would  claim  the  cost  basis  of  the  policy.

The  New  England  College  of  Optometry  is  pleased  to  announce 
the  full-time  appointment  of  Dr.  Nancy  Coletta  in  the  area  of 
Optics  and  Vision  Science.  Dr  Nancy  Coletta  joined  our 
faculty  on  August  1,  1996.  O.D.  from  the  Pennsylvania  College 
of  Optometry-  in  1981  and  her  Ph.D.  from  the  University  of 
California,  Berkeley  in  1985.  After  receiving  her  Ph.D.,  Dr. 
Coletta  held  a  post-doctoral  position  at  the  Center  for  Vision 
Science  in  Rochester,  NY  and  subsequently  became  faculty  at 
the  University  of  Houston,  where  she  currently  holds  a  tenure 
position  at  the  rank  of  Associate  Professor.

Members  of  the  College  community  presented  some  of  their  exciting  research  at  the  1996  meeting  of  the 
Association  for  Research  in  Vision  and  Ophthalmology  held  in  Ft.  Lauderdale,  Florida  April  20-26.  This  is 
the  major  annual  meeting  for  eye  research  with  about  9,000  eye  researchers  and  practitioners  attending.  In 
addition  to  full  and  part-time  faculty  presenters,  three  students,  Robin  Segal  (OD  111),  Linda  Cameron 
(CD  III),  and  Jonathan  Arnel  (OD  111),  one  recent  graduate.  Donna  Ziemian  Malloy,  and  two  staff  mem- 
bers, Ken  Grice  and  Joe  Bauer  from  the  Children's  Vision  Laboratory,  were  presentation  authors.  New  fac- 
ulty member,  Christine  Wildsoet  was  presenter  or  co-presenter  for  three  talks.  Dr.  David  Troilo's  new  post- 
doctoral fellow,  Debra  Nickla,  presented  one  of  these  talks.A  special  session  entitled  Defocus  and 
Emmetropization  was  dominated  by  the  College  contingent  with  five  of  the  ten  talks  being  presented  by 
our  faculty.

Association  Qrant 

The  New  England  College  of  Optometry  is  pleased  to  announce 
the  awarding  of  a  grant  by  the  American  Diabetes  Association 
to  Dr.  Steven  B.  Koevary,  Associate  Professor  of  Immunology 
in  the  Department  of  Biological  Sciences.  The  graiit,  entitled 
"Prevention  of  islet  allograft  rejection  by  immune  deviation"  was 
awarded  for  three  years,  with  a  total  budget  of  $145,268.  The 
objective  of  this  study  is  to  develop  a  protocol  for  preventing 
the  rejection  of  islets  of  Langerhans  (which  secrete  insulin) 
when  transplanted  into  non-immunosuppressed  diabetic  recipi- 
ents. It  has  been  shown  in  immunosuppressed  animals  and 
humans  that  transplanted  islets  can  reveise  diabetes.  Normally 
such  transplantation  requires  recipient  immunosuppression,  a 
procedure  which  itself  can  be  detrimental  to  health  and  has 
thus  limited  its  use.  This  study  strives  to  develop  a  procedure 
that  would  obviate  the  need  for  immunosuppression  in  islet 
transplantation,  clearing  the  way  for  its  more  widespread  usage. 

Every  year,  about  60,000  diabetics  in  the  U.S.  develop  a  condi- 
tion called  proliferative  retinopathy,  damaging  and  sometimes 
permanently  destroying  vision.  Diabetes  is,  in  fact,  one  of  the 
leading  causes  of  blindness.  Transplantation  of  islets,  without 
immunosuppression,  offers  a  very  real  hope  of  preventing  such 
ocular  complications.  Experiments  will  be  carried  out  in  a  rat 
model  of  human  Type  1  or  juvenile  onset,  diabetes.  These  ani- 
mals manifest  nearly  identical  pathophysiological  signs  and  ocu- 
lar complications  as  human  diabetes.

Dr.  G.  Burtt  Holmes,  a  life-long  friend  and  supporter  of  The  New 
England  College  of  Optometry,  has  accepted  the  chairmanship  of  the 
College's  "2000  In  Sight"  centennial  campaign.  A  respected  alumnus 
and  trustee  emeritus.  Dr.  Holmes  has  left  a  legacy  of  accomplishment 
in  the  profession. 

Originally  enrolled  in  the  science  program  at  Tufts  University,  G. 
Burtt  Holmes  first  became  interested  in  studying  optometry  at  the 
suggestion  of  his  family  physician.  Today,  Dr.  Holmes  is  acknowledged 
as  one  of  the  field's  most  important  and  influential  leaders. 

Dr.  Holmes  currently  serves  as  chairman  of  The  Whitaker  Foundation 
Governing  Board,  one  of  the  largest  private  foundations  in  the 
country.  Under  his  leadership,  the  foundation  makes  grants  over  $40 
million  a  year  for  biomedical  engineering  research  and  education. 

Dr.  Holmes  served  as  a  Guest  Lecturer  at  The  New  England  College 

of  Optometry  from  1983-1986  and  operated  a  private  practice  in 

Worcester,  Massachusetts  for  over  25  years.  During  his  tenure  in  the 

profession,  he  has  taken  a  leadership  role  in  the  advancement  of 

optometry.  Among  the  many  offices  he  has  held,  he  served  as  President 

of  the  American  Optometric  Association  (1978-79),  and  was  the  first 

non-European  Optometrist  to  be  named  President  of  the  International  Optometric  and  Optical  League.

"Perhaps  more  than  any  single  individual,  he  has  broadened  the  concept  of  optometry  internationally,"  says 
Larry  R.  Clausen,  President  of  The  New  England  College  of  Optometry.  "He  has  forced  the  acceptance  of  more  stringent 
guidelines  for  educational  programs  at  the  international  level,  assisted  in  raising  the  standards  of  care  across  the  world, 
and  conceptualized  and  implemented  the  first  world  conference  on  optometric  education." 

Dr.  Holmes  was  inducted  as  an  honorary  fellow  into  the  British  College  of  Optometrists,  the  only  non-European  to 
receive  this  honor,  and  received  a  life  fellowship  in  the  American  Academy  of  Optometry  in  1993.  He  has  received 
honorary  degrees  from  The  New  England  College  of  Optometry  and  from  the  Pennsylvania  College  of  Optometry. 

A  life-long  supporter  of  The  New  England  College  of  Optometry,  Dr.  Holmes  has  assisted  the  College  in  a  number  of 
ways  throughout  his  career.  He  served  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  from  1967-92,  and  as  its  chairman  from  1982-1985  and 
was  instrumental  in  the  College's  growth  from  a  small,  single-purpose  institution  to  a  multi-purpose,  regional  college  with 
an  international  mission.  In  1973,  he  received  the  Outstanding  Alumni  Award  in  recognition  for  his  efforts. 

As  Chairman  of  the  "2000  In  Sight"  Campaign,  Dr.  Holmes  will  help  The  New  England  College  of  Optometry  reach  its 
goal  of  raising  $10  million  in  seven  years.  The  funds  will  support  a  number  of  vital  programs  at  the  College,  including 
capital  improvements,  endowments,  and  program  development.
